C.C.F. Makes 
Amendments 
To P.C's Bill 



Add lo the Preamble 

AND WHEriEAS it is essential 
that such aid be provided on the 
basis of need, and not on political 
considerations; 

AND WHEREAS it is the respons- 
ibility of all nations to encourage 
the development of the United 
Nations Organization in every way 
possible: 

Amend the Resolution as Follows 
Clause 1) To Read: 'The Can- 
adian Government advance aid to 
Europe on the basis of recommend- 
ations provided by the European 
Economic Council." 
Clause 2) No change. 
Clause 3) No change. 
Add Clauses 4 and 5 as follows: 
4) The Canadian Government 
urge that the European Economic 
Council be incorporated as a sub- 
sidiary to the United Nations 
Economic and Social Council, and 
be authorized lo draw up a com- 
prehensive plan for the provision 
and distribution of aid to Europe. 

5» Until the provisions of Clause 
4 above shall have been Imple- 
mented and the necessary machin- 
ery of distribution provided, the 
Canadian Government extend 
special emergency aid to individual 
European nations in such amounts 
as the European Economic Council 
may advise. ,

A comprehensive questionnaire 
has been prepared for circulation 
to all Student Veterans to deter- 
mine the stand to be taken at the 
National Conference at the end of 
this month. 

Distribution was started on 
Thursday at thc Vets' "Do" and will 
continue tomorrow on the campus, 
starting with thc break between 
nine and ten o'clock lectures. The 
forms will be on hand In thc Arts, 
Engineering' and Medical Buildings, 
and the Executive recommend that 
all Vets pick them up at these 
points; a supply will also be avail- 
able at the Union Thuck Shop for 
those unable to secure them other- 
wise. 

The Executive state also that tha 
questiinnalrcs should be picked up 
today, and turned in tomorrow at 
thc same points, and that it de- 
pends on all Vets, as individual-, 
whether they record three hundred 
or three thousand opinions to re- 
present them. 



The Varsity Blues failed to show 
their vaunted power, but still 
managed to come out on thc long 
end of a 4-2 count against thc 
McGill Redmen at thc Varsity ar- 
ena on Friday night. A wildly 
cheering crowd of some six thou- 
sand partisan fans turned out to 
sec their hcrocs > pull into a first 
place tie with thc Redmen. At 
Kingston thc Gaels won their first 
game of thc season, beating thc 
Carabins 6-5. These two clubs arc 
now deadlocked in second spot. 

On their showing of thc week 
end the Baleymcn showed them- 
selves to be quite a bit weaker 
than thc championship club of last 
year and the Redmen were confi- 
dent that they could take them in 
the future. Having lost two games, 
the McGilllans arc now faced with 
thc Herculean task of having to 
win all their remaining contests in 
order lo cop the flag. 

Old Dame . fortune reared her 
ugly head and took a joy ride 
around the rink at thc expense of 
thc Campbell Clan as she steered 
no less than six drives against the 
piping around the Varsity goal- 
mouth. Cy Bicglcr was her favor- 
ite victim as he rang the ball a 
grand total of four times with 
Warren Chippendale and Jack Mil- 
lar repeating once each. 

Blues Score 

Thc Blues were first to break 
thc ice In thc opening session as 
Bob Henry fired a blistering shot 
between Jack Gclinaau's pads at 
thc seven minute mark. Three min- 
utes later the Redmen knotted the 
score on thc prettiest goal of the 
night. Ward Pitfield took a pass 
from Doug Heron and pulled a 
"Richard" as he cut in from his 
wing and flashed behind the de- 
fence to blast thc disc into the 
lower right and corner. 

Thc Torontonlans made it 3-1 
on markers by Phil Garratf and 
Henry's second tally before the 
Red and White hit thc scoring 
sheet again. Gordic Gosselin start- 
ed this play by passing to Captain 
Cy Bcigler who slipped thc puck i 
across thc goalrriouth to thc wait- 
ing Jack Millar. The tricky centre- 
man made no mistake in rapping 
home the rubber. 

Don Bark scored thc last goal 
of thc liight three minutes later to 
round out the 4-2 total. Thc clubs 
battled on even terms the rest of 
the way with ragged play in thc 
centre ice zone predominating. Thc 
tight' defence thrown up by the 
blucshirts safely held thc desperate 
Redmen at bay until the final bell.

Thc general run of the play was 
fairly even with thc Blues having 
the'slight edge. Jack Gelineau was 
called upon to make twenty-five 
stops, many of the close-in variety, 
and turned in his usual brilliant 
performance.

I. R. C. Annual 
Welcomes 150 
To Vancouver 

(By Canadian University Press) 
Vancouver. — Thc University of 
British Columbia was host on thc 
week-end of November 22nd to one 
hundred and- fifty delegates and 
sixteen faculty advisors represent- 
ing thc International Relations 
Clubs in their respective universi- 
ties and colleges from Winnipeg to 
Hawaii. 

The chief topic under discussion 
at thc conference was "Can thc 
cast-west split be reconciled?" Rus- 
sia was criticized for not acting in 
thc best interests of European eco- 
nomy. In thc discussion of thc 
main issues, thc Canadian delegates 
did not differ from thc Americans 
in their attitudes towards interna- 
tional problems, but thc Americans 
were inclined to take a stronger 
stand against Communism. How- 
ever, all parties agreed that Europe 
was lending lo follow a middle 
course of Socialism within a pri- 
vate enterprise economy. 

Thc American delegates voiced 
their full support of thc Marshall 
Plan, but only as a means to aid 
a starving and ill-clothed Europe, 
and not as a medium through 
which to impose American politic- 
al ideals. 

Thc delegate from farthest afield. 
Earl Robinson, who flew to Van- 
couver from Hawaii, gave a vivid 
picture of the Pacific view towards 
thc cast-west question. R. Askiris, 
an Arab from Baghdad, attending 
an American college, gave some 
violent and well thought out op- 
inions on thc Palestine question. 

Formal affair of the two-day con- 
ference was a banquet in Brock 
Hall on Friday evening. That even- 
ing there was also an informal 
dance. During thc conference thc 
students were quartered at Acadia 
Camp, a campus residence. 

Federal government policy con- 
cerning residence ■ of persons of 
Japanese birth in British Columbia 
almost caused some unpleasantness 
at thc conference When reports 
were heard that Lewis and Clark 
College, Portland, were sending 
two students of Japanese birth in 
their delegation, thc RCMP took 
immediate action to allow the stu- 
dents' safe passage to and from thc 
conference in Vancouver.

Mr. Hladun, a Ukrainian-Can- 
adian by birth, has been a mem- 
ber of thc Communist party in 
Canada for several years. He joined 
thc Ukrainian Labour-Farmer Tem- 
ple Association, an organization 
controlled by Communists, in Win- 
nipeg, and later joined the Young 
Communist League, thc junior 
branch of the Canadian Communist 
party. As a professional worker for 
the U.L.F.T.A., he travelled around 
Canada organizing Communist 
groups, and was chosen by Tim 
Buck as one of twenty Canadians 
to attend a course at thc Interna- 
tional Lenin University in 1931. 
Ex-Communlst 

On his return to Canada Mr. 
Hladun decided lo slay in the Com- 
munist party in an attempt to re- 
form It from within. Finding this 
impossible, he resigned and has 
since spent a good deal of his time 
fighting Communism in Canada. 

During a recent meeting at the 
University of Toronto, when thc U 
of T. L.P.P. Club presented Tim 
Buck, national leader of thc Labor 
Progressive Party, as the speaker, 
Mr. Hladun, who was in attend- 
ance, challenged Mr. Buck from the 
floor after the LJ?.P. leader had 
denied the existence of "a treason 
school in Lenin University in Mos- 
cow". Mr. Hladun asserted that 
such a school was again in opera- 
tion, essentially thc same as the 
one he had attended. 

Mr. Hladun will also speak to the 
Dawson Progressive Conservative 
Club on Tuesday night at 8:30 in 
Room 11, Dawson Hall, on thc 
same topic. Both meetings will be 
open to all itu'dents.

Last Friday "Les Amis de l'Art" 
presented a free concert to its 
members; Plateau Hall being filled 
with young and old alike as three 
talented young Canadian artists, 
Harvey Grossman, of McGill. vio- 
linist, Maric-Gcrmainc . Leblanc, 
coloratura soprano, nnd Ronald 
Turini, pianist, gave performances 
deserving of the applause which 
they evoked.. 

Ronald Turlnl, the fourtecn-ycar- 
old pianist, showed talents rarely 
found in pupils his age. He played 
the Mozart Sonata in A neatly and 
simply, n treatment which the 
music demands. The hackneyed last 
movement, Ronda a la Turka, was 
given a fresh, vivid performance 
which renewed interest in the 
music. The "Variations on the Name 
Abcgg" by Schumann, which fol- 
lowed, showed surrpising maturity 
of style besides the excellent tech- 
nique which had already been 
shown In the Mozart. All the Schu- 
manncsque nuances were brought 
out, and the theme was never lost 
in the Intricacies of the variation 
forms. Later a Chopin Waltz and 
Nocturne were more than adequate 
ly performed, an excellent inter- 
pretation of the Mendelssohn 
"Rondo Cappricioso" ending his 
portion of the recital. 

Marie-Germaine Leblanc, t h c 
coloratura soprano, displayed a 
pleasant, facile voice besides dem- 
onstrating a charming platform 
manner. Her voice was at its rich- 
est in the middle range, and this 
was exploited in licder by Brahms. 
Bach, Grjeg, Bachelet and Debussy. 
The diction was quite good in the 
English and German selections, her 
natural , French diction coming to 
the fore in the excellently sung 

Mandoline" by Debussy and 

Chore Nuit" by Bachelet. The 
aria "O Zittrc Nicht" from Mozart's 
"The Magic Flute" and Bishop's 

Lo! Hear The Gentle Lark" show- 
ed Miss Leblanc's coloratura to ad- 
vantage; Schubert's ever-popular 
"Ave Maria" was added as an en- 
core. 

Harvey Grossman, the violinist, 
presented a wcll-choscn program, 
ranging from the classic to the 
romantic. A Sarabande and Giguc 
from an unaccompanied Bach Suite 
for Violin opened his group of 
selections. These were very well 
played; the ancient dance forms 
were given an efficient, light treat- 
ment which made clear the differ- 
ent voices and strict formality 
which was Bach's. A Beethoven 
Sonata for Violin and Piano Op. 30 
No. 3 which followed was given an 
honest musicianly performance 
which stressed the romantic rath- 
er than the classical side of Bee- 
thoven. His portion of the program 
concluded with a beautifully play- 
ed rendition of the first movement

Big Chief Howie Ryan and his intrepid tribe of McGill 
Rcdmcn swooped down on a section of New England for n 
basketball attack over the week-end, but found the natives 
waiting in ambush, as they were taken into camp on two successive 
nights by the University of Vermont and Dartmouth. Tn Hanover, 
X.H., on Friday night, the Montreal collegians renewed 1947-48 
international' hostilities by facing the big Green crew of Dart- 
mouth, but they were defeated by an 81-41 count. Moving over 
to Burlington for an encounter on Saturday, a comparatively 
inferior University of Vermont squad piled up a 71-41 score. These 
two losses marked the first of the season for the Rcdmcn, against 
four wins in local play. 

-O Both American crews displayed a 
fast-moving, rapid passing attack 
that, when combined with accurate 
shooting proved to be a potent fac- 
tor in victory. The McGill offence 
in both encounters was sparked by 
the attacking trio of George 
Davidon, Mycr Bloom, and Sam 
Roth who accounted for 25, 22, and 
12 points respectively, while the 

defensive sparkplug of the quintet 
turned out to be 6 footer Doug 
Flewclllng. 

DARTMOUTH TOUGH 
On Friday night, the McGililans 
hit "The Granite State" and found 
the Dartmouth crew as solid as 
rock. The game provided excite- 
ment for twenty-five hundred spec- 
tators, as the fast breaking styles of 
both teams resulted in more than 
basket-a-minute scoring. The vic- 
tors sustained an overwhelming 
offensive attack which featured 
fast passing, and sharp shooting, 
which helped them pull into an 
early lead they never relinquished. 

Then green-clad Dartmouths who 
were not quite so green in exper- 
ience, duplicated their first half 
score, 42-21 in the last 20 min- 
utes to rack up a final 81-41 deci- 
sion.

Nominolicns must be m the hands of Ihc Secretary of the Students' Society at 
Icost ten do>s before Ihc date ot election and published by him in the McGill Doily ot least 
one week before the doy ol election. Voting shall be by ballot co date of election. 

Women will vote in their respective faculties and the Royal Victoria College representative 
shall be elected by the women ol Ihc Royal Victoria College. 

Following Article VI (STUDENTS' EXECUTIVE COUNCILI there shall be a new article. 

Article VII (PUBLICATION OF RESOLUTIONS'. The Students' Executive Council shall publish 
unnuolly in the Students' Handbook such of its resolutions os it deems should be ol ready 
access lo the general student body. 

The present Article VII (COMMITTEESl shall become Article VIII, ond subsequent articles 
sholl be similorly renumbered.

Initial motions to be presented ol these Special Meetings shall be tecotded by the 
President in the McGill Daily, ot Ihe some time such notice ol the Special Meetings is pub- 
lished. 

2. A General Meeting sholl be called about a month after the commencement of each 
term to consider reports and to handle ony business of the Student Body, ond lo serve as o 
welcome lo the incoming Students as well, ond that Ihc quorum required be Ihe some as 
lor ony other Students' Society Meeting before any motion from the lloor be entertained. 

3. At each one of the obovc meetings five hundred (5001 members sholl constitute o 
quorum for the transaction of business. 

Shall be amended to read: I. Meetings may be colled on three days notice by the President. 
Special Meetings sholl be called on the written request of two hundred and filly '2501 
members of the Students' Society by the President on three days notice m the McGill Daily. 
Initial motions to be presented ot these Special Meetings sholl be recorded by the President 
in the McGill Daily the some time such notice of the Special Meeting is published. 

2. A General Meeting shall be called about o month after the commencement of each term 
to consider reports and to handle any business of the Student Body, and to serve os o wel- 
come lo the incoming students os well, and that the quorum required be the same as for 
any other Students' Society Meeting before any motion from the floor be entertained. 

3. At coch one of the above moetings three hundred (300) members shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of business.
